Mr.  Wood  was  obliged  to  sell  his  farm  for  city  lots  and  he  then  purchased 
his  present  farms  in  Dansville,  N.  Y.  The  office  of  the  Woodlawn  Nurseries,  how- 
ever, still  remains  on  a part  of  the  old  homestead  grounds  at  891  Garson  Ave.

IN  PACKING  INSURES 
your  order  getting  to  you 
in  the  best  of  condition. 
Small  orders  are  carefully 
tied  up,  the  tops  in  flag  to 
keep  the  trees  from  bruises 
and  the  roots  in  damp 
moss,  wrapped  over  with 
burlap  to  retain  the  mois- 
ture.

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WHAT  TO  DO  WITH  TREES 
WHEN  THEY  ARRIVE 

If  possible  remove  the  trees  from  the  box 
at  once  on  arrival  and  heel  them  in  securely 
in  the  garden.  We  mean  by  this  give  them  a 
temporary  planting  in  a trench,  which  pre- 
vents the  roots  or  branches  from  drying.  If 
they  cannot  be  removed  from  the  box  at  once 
and  the  packing  material  gives  evidence  of 
being  at  all  dry,  apply  water  to  both  ends  of 
the  box,  where  the  roots  are  located,  keeping 
the  box  meanwhile  in  as  cool  a place  as  pos- 
sible. A cool  cellar  is  a good  place  to  keep  the 
box  of  trees  waiting  for  the  day  of  planting.

To  estimate  the  number  of  plants  required 

A — 

for  an  acre,  at  any  given  distance,  multiply 
the  distance  between  the  rows  by  the  distance 
between  the  plants,  which  will  give  the  num- 
ber of  square  feet  allotted  to  each  plant,  and 
divide  the  number  of  square  feet  in  an  acre 
(43,560)  by  this  number,  the  quotient  will  be 
the  number  of  plants  required. 

WHY  TREES  DIE— The  majority  of  trees 
that  fail  to  live,  die  from  careless  or  im- 
proper planting.  We  feel  sure  that  if  you  will 
carefully  follow  the  instructions  as  given  in 
our  little  pamphlet  on  planting  and  managing 
nursery  stock,  which  we  send  the  same  day 
as  orders  are  shipped,  your  trees  will  grow 
and  prove  a source  of  pleasure  and  profit. 
Nothing  flourishes  with  neglect.  This  is  true 
with  trees  as  well  as  everything  else.  Handle 
your  trees  carefully,  plant  them  correctly  and 
give  them  a little  attention  after  planting, 
and  you  will  be  surprised  at  the  ease  with 
which  very  favorable  results  can  be  obtained. 

Mulching — This  is  properly  done  by  plac- 
ing a layer  of  coarse  manure,  straw,  marsh 
hay,  leaves  or  loose  chip  dirt,  from  three  to 
six  inches  deep  on  the  surface  about  the  tree, 
extending  one  or  two  feet  further,  in  each 
direction,  than  the  roots.  This  keeps  the 
ground  moist,  of  even  temperature,  and  ren- 
ders watering  unnecessary.  The  sod  which  was 
removed  in  digging  the  hole  can  be  used,  but 
it  should  be  moved  occasionally  to  prevent  it 
from  beginning  to  grow  again.  Trees  treated 
in  this  manner  make  a better  growth  and 
are  more  certain  to  live.

TRIMMING 

It  is  surprising  how  many  orchards  you 
see  planted  out  with  the  young  trees  left  with 
the  full  amount  of  limbs  on,  just  as  they 
came  from  the  nursery. 
Trimming  should  be 
done  either  immediately 
before  or  after  planting. 
This  is  the  most  essen- 
tial work  next  to  plant- 
ing, and  the  lack  of 
severe  trimming  is  why 
many  do  not  suc- 
ceed. Do  not  be 
afraid  that  you 
are  going  to  trim 
fa  your  trees  too  se- 
verely. Peach  trees 
require  more  se- 
v e r e trimming 
than  anything  else. 
By  the  accom- 
panying drawing 
we  endeavor  to 
show  how  a young 
tree  should  be 
trimmed  and 
planted.  Trim  the 
young  tree  the 
way  you  want  it 
to  grow.  If  a low 
headed  tree  is 
preferred,  cut 
back  the  top  leav- 
ing such  limbs  as 
you  may  want.  In 
the  drawing  we 
have  shown  the 
most  popular  way 
of  trimmingyoung 
trees.  This  gen- 
erally gives  a 
medium  height 
tree  very  well 
formed.  The  cross 
lines  marked  “A”  on  the  limbs  show  where 
the  cut  should  be  made.  The  two  lower  limbs 
are  too  low  to  be  left  on  and  should  be  cut 
off  close  to  the  trunk  as  marked  by  the  lines 
“A”.  If  more  attention  is  given  to  the  plant- 
ing, trimming  and  care  of  nursery  stock, 
the  grower  will  have  better  results.

OUR  PACKING  CELLAR,  covering  over 
one  acre  of  ground,  and  in  which  the  sun 
or  the  wind  cannot  dry  up  the  roots  of  stock, 
is  where  all  our  orders  are  packed.  Care  is 
given  to  the  packing  of  each  order,  which 
enables  us  to  get  your  stock  to  you  in  fresh 
condition.

Red  Spy  Apple,  Offshoot  of  Northern  Spy,  Grown  at 

Geneva  Experiment  Station,  Has  Perfect  Coloring 

WHAT  THEY  SAY 

A typical  Northern  Spy  apple  with  a solid,  bright  red  color  without  stripes  or 
splashes,  grown  on  the  grounds  of  the  New  York  Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
at  Geneva,  is  attracting  much  attention  among  fruit  growers  and  is  declared  by  all 
those  who  have  seen  it  to  be  the  most  handsome  spy  ever  seen.  Scions  of  the  Red  Spy 
were  received  by  the  station  horticulturists  in  1910  from  C.  E.  Green,  of  Victor,  but 
the  trees  did  not  fruit  until  1920.  The  color  of  the  fruit  is  the  only  difference  to  be 
noted  between  this  new  sort  and  its  parent. 

“Whoever  grows  Northern  Spy,  either  for  profit  or  pleasure,  should  try  Red 
Spy,”  says  the  station  horticulturist.  “It  is  true  that  the  new  variety  has  the  seri- 
ous fault  of  the  parent,  that  of  coming  in  bearing  late,  but  there  are  many  good 
characters  to  offset  this  fault.
